Atlanta, Ga., is building an oleo- 
— nas factory. It is to be an im 
affair. The enterprise is backed 


| by 8500, 000 capital. 


There are seventy cotton-seed oil 
mills in the South. In 1881 their pro- 


three million dollars. 

Georgia is looking up. Within the 
past year her wealth has increased six- 
teen million: dollars, which is about 
$11 for each of her inhabitants. 

The annual value of the products of 
the United States are estimated at ten 
billion dollars. The value of our ex- 
ports last year were 8783,000, 000. 

A thousand men were thrown out of 
employment in Worcester, Mass., re- 
cently, by the breaking of a shaft in 
the establishment where they were 
employed.

News was received at the GazeTrr 
Office this morning of the death of 
Dan Murphy of*Hallock station, one 
of the largest stockmen in the State. 
He died at Elko Sunday. Mr: Mur- 
phy came to this coast in 1844 in 
company with bis father and brothers. 
They were all very prominent men 
and figure very prominently in the 
early history of California. He was 
the largest land owner in the world.

lish papers, Mr, Murphy was tly 
annoyed for several months by re- 
ceiving letters from nearly every na- 
tion asking him to contribute to this 
and that. He died very wealthy, and 
leaves a history that any ycung man 
can read’ and profit by. His life was 
spent on the frontier and is full of 
interesting and thrilling adventures. 
His remains were taken to Sacramento 
and from thence to San Jose by spe- 
cial train. The funeral will take 
place to-morrow and mother earth 
will feld in her bosom the mortal re- 
mains of one of N evada's best citizens.
